| The idea of the electro-magnetic tele- 
graph is believed to have been conceived

| Jackson of Boston was discussing new dis- 
coveries in electro-magnetism. “If the pres- 
efice of electricity can be made visible in 
any part of the circuit, I see no reason why 
intelligence may not be transmitted instan- 
taneously by electricity,” Morse said. 

During the following 12 years, artist-in- 
ventor Morse struggléd to perfect his inven- 
tion and secure for it proper presentation 
to the public. By September, 1837, work 
had progressed far enough for him to feel 
he could conduct an experiment for his 
friends, Around his room at New York 
University, 1,700 feet of copper wire were 
stretched, the sending instrument being at- 
tached to one end and the receiving mechan- 
ism to the other.
